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‘When I cried unto thee,” Psa. 31:22.

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JAMAICA 


Pocamania in Jamaica, Like Voodoo in Haiti, Still Among the Natives. 
Church of God Makes Wonderful Progress. 


J. H. Walker, General Overseer 


In answer to many questions asked me 
about Jamaica, I give the following in- 
formation: 

Jamaica is the largest island in the 
British West Indies. It lies about eighty 
miles south of the eastern extremity of 
Cuba and is 144 miles long and 50 miles 
wide. Its area is 4,207 square miles. A 
mountainous backbone runs through the 
island from east to west. The highest 
range is the Blue Mountains, with the 
Blue Mountain Peak culminating in a 
height of 7,360 feet. There are five 

mountain _ passes, 
| varying from three 
| to four thousand 
| feet. Two-thirds of 

| the island is occu- 
| pied by a plateau 
| of deep-sea, white 
| limestone, forming 
a region of great 
beauty broken by 
innumerable hills, 
valleys, and sink- 
holes, covered with 
luxuriant vegeta- 





tion. 

The climate is one of the chief attrac- 
tions of the island. The temperature va- 
ries but a few degrees from one month 
to another. There are no extremes of heat 
or cold such as are felt in many coun- 
tries; and the rainy seasons last for only 
a short time during the months of May 
and October. Flowering plants are in 
abundance there. The encyclopedia states 
that there are 2,180 species, and 450 
species of ferns. The chief exports of 
Jamaica are sugar, logwood and logwood 
extracts, cocoanut, cocoa, and rum. . 


Jamaica was discovered by Columbus 
on May 3, 1494. He was subsequently 
stranded for twelve months on the north 
coast in 1503-4. In 1509 Don Juan de 
Esquivel was appointed by Diego, the 
son of Columbus, as governor; and from 
that day until 1655 the island remained 
under Spanish rule. The Spaniards named 
it Sant Jago. Its native Arawak name was 
Xaymaca, “Isles of Springs.” During the 
Spanish occupation the inoffensive Ara- 
wak inhabitants, with whom as Las 
Casas said, “The island abounded with 


inhabitants as an ant hill with ants,” 
were exterminated by oppression and 
negro slaves were imported. When Ja- 
maica was taken by the British, the white 
and slave population did not exceed 
3,000. The Spanish were completely ex- 
pelled in 1658. Their slaves took to the 
mountains, and until the end of the 
eighteenth century the efforts of these 
Maroons, as they were called, to main- 
tain their independence gave rise to re- 
peated fighting. In 1672 the Royal Afri- 
can Company was formed with a monop- 
oly of the slave trade, and from this time 
Jamaica was one of the greatest slave 
marts in the world. 

The population of the Island was es- 
timated in 1933 as 1,090,269. Jamaica is 
rich in traces of its former Arawak in- 
habitants; in fact, numbers of the still 
hostile Maroons live in the mountains. 
The 1921 census shows that the popula- 
tion of Jamaica is two per cent white, 
eighteen per cent colored (that is, of 
the mixed race), and seventy-seven per 
cent black. 

The island is ruled by the government 
of his Majesty, the King of England, with 
a governor as president, his private coun- 
cil, and a legislative council. The island 
is overwhelmingly Protestant. The gov- 
ernment has done much for its people, and 
the government and church schools of 
various denominations total 679. The 
number of students amount to 120,000. 
Yet with all that has been done to help 
them, there remains the heathen worship 
brought from Africa through the slaves, 
now known as Pocamania. 


POCAMANIA 


In order to describe Pocamania proper- 
ly, it is essential that one should get a 
complete understanding of the original 
meaning and the cause of it. To start 
with, one may ask, “What is this Poca- 
mania, or ‘Little Madness?’” Like all 
other cults it has a spiritual basis, and 
the members of this strange sect have very 
curious beliefs. 

The participants in this cult are, for 
the most part, composed of the unlearned 
section of the black population of the is- 
land. It would appear to be a vestige of 
the wild instincts of witchcraft and su- 


perstition which these people have in- 
herited from their African ancestors, 
The nearest thing to Pocamania is per- 
haps a form of witchcraft called voodoo 
practiced by the Haitians. 

Pocamania goes hand in hand with 
Obeah, the only difference being that 
whereas Pocamanians have religious pre- 
tention, followers of Obeah, besides hav- 
ing no religious pretention, will openly 
state their diabolical connections with the 
devil. Fear seems to be a common weak- 
ness in every man, woman, and child. 
There is fear in both the high and the 
low, in the educated and in the unedu- 
cated, however, this fear seems to be 
manifested more in unlearned people. 
Fear is the instrument used by Pocaman- 
ians to influence their victims. It is dif- 
ficult for one to realize the extent of 
the work of the devil in all its phases. 
Even some educated people believe in 
ghosts, spirits, or spooks, but it definitely 
is a fact that most people of African de- 
scent believe in those things. So in or- 
der to serve their end, dealers in witch- 
craft play upon the imagination of their 
fellowmen by inciting into their imagi- 
nary visions ethereal phantoms. 

The chief of the Pocamanians until 
two or three years ago was an old woman 
versed in the art of “black magic,” who 
was known to everyone as “Mother Sol.” 
She elected her scribes, followers, and of- 
ficers as it pleased her fancy, operating 
her curious cult in an obscure part of the 
island. She wielded a diabolical influence 
over almost all the people in her vicinity. 

With heads tied with cloths of red, 
blue, white, and other colors of the 
brightest hues, the Pocamanians congre- 
gate at a place called by them “The Poco- 
yard,” which is really only a tent pitched 
upon a space of open ground with palm 
trees hanging around and forming an arch 
at the entrance. Going into the tent, 
one would see a fire burning, around 
which many of the followers of the cult 
are jumping and shouting and calling 
out in an unintelligible gibberish. In a 
maelstrom of confusion they keep on 
singing, jumping, and shouting to the 
continual beating of a drum, while the 
chief stands aside looking at her flock. 
On her face there is a malignant grin. 
She goes among them at intervals, making 
them become even more excited. 

THE CHURCH OF GOD 

In 1918 the Church of God had its 
first beginning in Jamaica with only a 
few people. In 1924 Rev. E. E. Simmons 
went as overseer of the island, but he was 
unable to locate the previously accepted

Great consolation is found in the declaration of Winston 
Churchill as recorded by an Associated Press Dispatch July 15: 
“Prime Minister Churchill today wiped away all fine distinc- 
tions concerning Britain’s relationship with Russia in the war 
against Germany by declaring that the new British-Russian 
pact is, of course, an alliance and the Russian people are now 
our allies. However, Churchill quickly added to his statement 
to the House of Commons, that it did not mean an alliance 
with communism.” A similar expression is made by the premier 
of the union of South Africa, who said, “Let no one say that we 
are now in league with the communists and are fighting the 
battle of communism.”

TO HAVE a 
certificate of 
church mem- 
bership should be sufficient en- 
dorsement for the bearer to ob- 
tain credit at any establishment, 
or a loan at any bank, without

not true. The 1941 edition of the Yearbook of American 
Churches reveals that 64,501,594 Americans, 49% of the popu- 
lation, were members of 250 different religious bodies in 1940. 
These attended 244,319 churches and put $600,000,000 in the 
church coffers. These figures would certainly indicate that the 
spirit of Christianity is strong in America and that that spirit 
would have such a tremendous influence that it could greatly 
determine the morals of the nation. But, sad as it is, it must be 
admitted that membership in any of these churches does not 
qualify one for worthiness of the name “Christian.” It is rather 
to be understood that there are some Christians who are not 
members of any of these churches, while on the other hand 
thousands of those whose names appear on these church books 
are no different in their manner of life than those who make no 
profession. Church membership is valuable. Church membership 
is necessary but before one becomes a member of a local order he 
should first become a member of the body of Christ and have his 
name placed upon the Lamb’s book of life. Jesus said, “Rejoice 
because your names are written in the Lamb’s book of life.”

Answer: Both the scriptures referred 
to are very plain concerning the name 
used. The Lazarus referred to in Luke 
16:19, 20, is used in a story to show the 
final destiny of those who trust in riches 
and those who trust in God. The name 
“Lazarus” is the Greek form of the He- 
brew name “Eleazar” and means “God is 
helper,” a very fitting name for the 
character used in the story of the rich 
man and Lazarus. If this story is a para- 
ble, this is the only incident where a 
proper name was so used. The Lazarus 
referred to in John 11:1-44 is the 
brother of Mary and Martha, a personal 
friend to Jesus. His home was in Bethany 
and he is distinguished as being Lazarus 
of Bethany. They are two different men.

Question: Please explain the difference 
between Christ’s coming after the 
Church and the second coming of Christ. 
Also explain 2 Peter 3:10. Will this take 
place at the second coming of Christ?— 
Vs Eas 

Answer: We often speak of the rap- 
ture as the coming of Christ for the 
Church. A picture of this is given in 1 
Thess. 4:13-18. The 16th verse says, 
“For the Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout, with the voice of 
the archangel, and with the trump of 
God: and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first.” Verse 17, “Then we which are alive 
and remain shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord 
in the air: and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord.” The 16th verse presents the fact 
that the Lord descends but the 17th 
verse shows that He does not come to the 
earth, but rather that the Church meets 
Him somewhere in the air. The second 
coming of Christ is after the tribulation 
which follows the rapture of the Church. 
Matt. 24:29, “Immediately after the trib- 
ulation of those days shall the sun be 
darkened, and the moon shall not give 
her light, and the stars fall from heaven, 
and the powers of the heavens shall be 
shaken: And then shall appear the sign 
of the Son of man in heaven: and then 
shall all the tribes of the earth mourn, 
and they shall see the Son of man coming 
in the clouds of heaven with power and 
great glory.” This is the time when 
Christ comes to the earth to set up His 
kingdom as is described in the quotation,

with power and great glory. The scrip- 
ture in 2 Peter 3:10, “But the day of 
the Lord will come as a thief in the night; 
in the which the heavens shall pass away 
with a great noise, and the elements shall 
melt with fervent heat, the earth also and 
the works that are.therein shall be burned 
up,” is believed by most Bible scholars to 
refer to the final consummation and ren- 
ovation of the earth after the millennium 
and after which time, the earth being 
purified, the kingdom shall be turned over 
to God the Father and a new heaven and 
a new earth be established. 

Question: Will you please explain 
James 2:1-4?—D. B. 

Answer: This passage of scripture is 
very easily understood if it is taken just 
as it reads; however, let us look at it. 
“My brethren, have not the faith of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, the Lord of glory, with 
respect of persons. For if there come un- 
to your assembly a man with a gold ring, 
in goodly apparel, and there come in also 
a poor man in vile raiment; and ye have 
respect to him that weareth the gay 
clothing, and say unto him, Sit thou here 
in a good place; and say to the poor, 
Stand thou there, or sit here under my 
footstool: Are ye not then partial in your- 
selves, and are become judges of evil 
thoughts?” The only thing in this passage 
that might be a little hard to understand 
is the last verse, but it is the climax of 
the passage. The book of James was writ- 
ten to show that there was something 
more than a profession of religion, that 
there must be works accompanying the 
profession of faith; so, regardless of such 
professions, if one should show partiality 
between his brethren because of their 
ability to wear better clothes, and pay 
special regard to those who are better 
clad, according to this writer he has be- 
come partial. Weymouth’s Translation 
gives a very good explanation of the 4th 
verse. “Is it not plain that in your hearts 
you have little faith, seeing that you 
have become judges full of wrong 
thoughts?” The evil thoughts are found 
in the minds of those who show partiality 
and judge others by their position in life.
